PiiiLADKLPHiA, April 80.— The sSudl 
for the Tictims of the Central tiieeter 
began at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Upon the tw-lief that the bodies would 
be fotind clo.se to where the stairway in 
the right leading Tip frnni the rear of 
the pfiiKt? was located, work was begno 
at that {)oLnt. The rear wall of tha the- 
ater, and the Btill higher wall of The 
Timea .building being threateningly 
over the workmen, great caution was 
necessary in digging around the bufe of 
the theater wall, letit it should be shaken 
down upon the men laboring at its base 
After two hours and a half of slow 
Utborions work the aeacohers had the 
melancholy satisfaotton tt oaeoTering 
part of a body. 

Half aal^rar1s work brought the body 
completely Into view, bot the ohiunwd 
and blaeksfied mass of llsah bore so little 
likeness to a buinaa beiiif that it oonld 
not be told whether it was a man or 
woman. Little more ttiao the tmnk of 
the body was left The head was jgone, 
both arms were bamed oil to the elbows 
and both legs to abore the knees. All 
thedothing was bnmedaway. When 
the workmen attempted to raise the 
tmnk the baked floah came away in 
their hands. The ntmoet care was 
neoeasary to prevent the body from 
breaking open when it was raised, but it 
waa finally deposited in the waiting 
room without suffering farther mutila 
tlon. 

The body of the first of the nnfortun 
ate people fonnd was taken to the estab- 
lishment of the coroner's undertaker, 
where it was found to be that of a 
woman. Clothing found beneath it was 
identified by the wardrobe woman of 
the theater as that of Mrs. Flora Lorella. 

The search continued until noon when 
it had to be temporarily abandoned be 
causa of the danger of the overhanging 
wall falling on the searchers. Other 
workmen Mnm at once tearing down 
the wall, and: by nightfall the searchers 
resumed their work. 

A more ghastly and weird scene than 
that shown within the crumbled and 
blackened walls of what was once the 
Central theater.-can not be imagined. 
Hundred of bricks, blackened and 
charred timbers, gas pipes, twisted into 
all manner of fantastic shapes and oc- 
casional glimpses of the tawdrv dresses 
and tinsel worn by the actorsi charred 
and blackened by the terrible fire, were 
revealed by the electric lights which 
guided the twentnr men who carefully 
removed the debris what was once the 
stage in seardi of the bodiaa of the 
missing actors. 

Conspicuous upon a pile of debris, out 
of the way of the worlnnen was an open 
dead box ready to receive the remains 
which might be fonnd. adding an addi 
tional somber hue to the scene. S<iu-ely 
a word was spoken except in graving di- 
rections to the men ut work and the 
commands were given in a subdued 
voice as if the SMsler was afraid of dis- 
turbing the dead. Bvery scrap of dirt 
and debris waa doeely examined by the 
men before it waa east aside as portions 
of human bodiea have bsm foimd which 
so cloaely rseemUed the charred timbers 
that it feauired a cloRe inspection to re 
vaal iliat It was a part of what waa once 
a hmnan body. 

This seardi continued without finding 
any move bodies until 1 :30 this morning 
when the workmen came upon three 
bodies. Thev were all l>ing close to 
gether and in a fair state of preserve 
tlon. They were at once taken charge 
of by tha coroner, and soon afterward 
identified at Thomas Luvella, Sarah 
Gtoldmaa and Vincinnita Cheaton. 

As fast as the bodies are removed they 
will be taken in charge by the coroner 
and when all the miasing members of 
the foiupany are found their friends 
will be j.,'iveri tlieir bodies for burial, 

A careful search is also being made 
for the jewelry and effects of the un- 
fortunate pe )ple, but so far but little 
has been found. A gold brn( t li t in a 
good state of preservation was tnund 
liist iii;,'ht and it was at once icli'iitified 
as haviiHC Ixdonged to one of thi^ un- 
fortunate ^'irls who can not be found. 

The bodies of two pet dogs belonging 
to members of the oQaspany were also 

found. 

Gteorge S. That<'her, who was in the 
andieiK-'o aiw' who waa reported as miss- 
ing, haa returned to his home. 

En(ingh of the ruins of The Times 
biuldiug liuve been reumved to ullnw 
a partial e.xaiiiinatitin to In- made i)f the 
preAK room. The <l(;ul)lf ci'iliug of the 
room in which so iiuK h (ii-pcudence was 
placed in the event of just such an acci- 
dent that has occurred were found to 
have been cruslied in the falluii,' Imild- 
ing. Two of the presses are coiiii'lt'tftly 
covered by the debris and it is feared 
that they are ilaiua;;ed beyond reoair. 
The third |ires.s wiks not so lunch dam- 
aged and may possibly be tit tu use 
again. The two destroyed p r sssi s cost 
$42,000 apiece. 

Thomas Acheson. aged tliirty seven 
who was burned while niakmg his es- 
cape from the burning theater, died 
yesterday at the Pennsylvania hospital. 
Acheson is the first of those severely 
burned to die. Althongh several others 
are in a dangarous conoitioili it ia be- 
lieved they will all recover. 

PiTTSBUiia, April 80.— The threatened 
Strike of 10.000 railroad miners that, it 
was thought, would be iuanpurated on 
May I, wul not, it is now believed, take 
place.

MAftCHtfH OARACAS.

Tencaacla. 

AsPllfWALL, April 80.— The steam 
ship Amerique. with twen^-niae pas- 
asngers; has Just arrired here from La 
Ouayra. They report that Qeneial 
Crespo is marching on Osracas with 18,- 
000 infantry and 9,000 cavalry. The 
revolntionists are well armed. Of the 
infantr>' 8.000 are armed with Manlicher 
small calibre rnieaters and 6,000 with 
martfai-Henri rifles, of the latest model, 
most of these guns are of Aaatrian 
manufactore and have been smuggled 
in from Hamburg steamships. 

The cjivalry is well mounted, having 
had the pick of the horses in the country 
which Creepo marched. The army w 
said to be accompanied by thousands of 
camp followers who have risen to join 
the rerdntionista and are ready to fight 
as soon as anas can be fonnd for them. 
Creqw is welcomed in all the villages 
along the line of march and money and 
food are supplied to him from all sides. 

Before beginning his march, Oeneral 
Crespo detached several thousand in- 
fantry to make a demonstration against 
victoria, for purpose of diverting the at- 
tention of the government generals, and 
^ving him an opportunity to get we'l 
in advance of Palacio's army, before the 
latter could discover his attention to 
capture Caracas. The force detached to 
make the feint is said to be command- 
ed by General Mora. 

Half of the government forces was 
sent out to intercept the revolutionists. 
General Crespo at once broke camp ami 
hastened bv forced marches to the capi- 
tal. There are but 8,500 or 4.000 troops 
in Caracas, as the city was deprived of 
most of its garrison^ 8ui)ply men for tlie 
decisive battle expected by Palacio to be 
fought near Crespo's camp on tlie south- 
em shore of Lake Valencia. Many of 
the troops in Caraciis, moreover, are 
suspecteu of disloyalty. The garrison is 
infested with informers, and upon their 
informations soldiers are Immulj arrested 
daily for conspiracy against the govern- 
ment. 

The fall of Carcas is said to he certain 
unless Palacio's army can be united and 
pushed in pursuit of the revolutionists 
with niiprecedetited spteil. The gov- 
ernment cavalry is jxiorly mounted, 
however, and it is tliuuulit impossible 
for it to overtiice the revohitionists. Tln' 
infantry is in V)ad conditi )n for forcf 1 
marches as the army stores are low ami 
the people of the couutry i i'nccal or (it - 
stroy tlieir provisions upon the approach 
of Palacio's soldiers. 

The condition of the country thronf,'li 
whicii the ()i)p(>sing armies have marchfd 
is desperate. The revolution liits dc- 
moiali/.i'd a large part of tlie popula- 
tion. Uands of pluiulerers ami high- 
waymen, calliii;^ fht'Uiselvea revolutioti- 
ists, infest all districts. They make 
raids of the villages, bum the houses 
and rob the shops. Dozens of wealthy 
men have been kidiiajjed and held for 
ransom. There is absolutely no trade 
in \\if rf^i^'n thus aHIi< tt'd. liusinc's 
men art' tleemg with tlieir money, or are 
burying it and hastening to the seaport 

towns. 

The province of Tachira suffers es- 
pecially frotu the oiieration of these 
raiders. Thu national military hands 
are too full I o allow it an opportunity 
to punish thf freebooters and the legiti- 
mate followers of t'resjx) <lo not inter- 
fere as they derive benefits from the 
complete deiuorulizatiou of the popula- 
tion. 

It waa reported just bt-fore the sailing 
of tlie Aiii<'n(|ue that a recruiting com- 
pany from I'alacio's army was surround- 
ed and majiisacred by the people of a 
country town in Tichara. 

It is reported from La Guayra that on 
April 28, (ieneral (J respo and an advance 
body of his troous, numbering 6,000 
men, w^ere within thirty-six hours of the 
city. 'ITie rest of the army waa then 
about one day's march behind and it 
was thought that Ciesixi wuuld wait for 
them to join him before attacking the 
capitiil. , 

('res[>o ha« captured Casanas, Pal- 
acio's minifttcr of the interior. He has 
warned Palacio that, should further 
cases of cruelty toward suspected revo- 
lutionists in Caracas occur, Ciisanaa will 
be taken out and shot. 

Panic prevails in the capital. Gov- 
ernment troops are throwing up earth- 
works betortf the city, antl citizens have 
been compelled to work day and nii;lit 
with picks and shovel. Cattle arc li. 1114 
driven into the city, and the L;arn-. .1 
has b«'»'n provisioned for six un k • 
Jlost of the shojLs are clo.sed and tli-- 
price of food IS so exhorbitant that tlif 
(worest peopl'' are starving to death. 

Arrests h:^ve almost ceased as the 
prisons are full. .Spies are in almost 
every house, however, and men suspect- 
ed of disloyalty are under the surveil 
lance of niiiitary and [tolice. The at - 
tack of the revolutionists, it is expt'cltMi. 
will he made within two or thrt« da-. 
It is believed that Pahwao is pii'|iai ui': 
to flee. HH the main body of his arni\' : . 
too far distant to succor lum before thi- 
attack and the garn.son is too weak to 
ollt r jirolongcd resistiiuce. 

The capital is full of minors as to 
plots against Pala<;io"s lil'n, ami on last 
.Sunday niLrht four men weie arretted, 
charged with a conspiracy to lilow up 
the jialaie with dynamite. As lliert- has 
been no trial or e.xaniination out^^lde ot 
pri.son walls, notliiii;; is known aa to (lie 
foiiiulatioii ot the accu.sations. DesjnU- 
till- accuniul.iting evidence of his ap- 
proai liiii,; tall, it is believed that Pala- 
cio will deter his flight to the last mo- 
ment. 

Still Destitute. 

CoRPt'S CiiKlSTi. Tex.. April 30.— Dis- 
tribution of food sent from this section 
to the famine suftereiu on the liiu 
Grande, in the Rio Grande City section, 
began yesterday, when rations were 
sent to 500 jieojde, some of whom 
were actually starving. Unless fiirtlicr 
assistance is soon had many of thu sut 
ferers will die. The greatest distress [\- 
rcjiorti^d from the country bfick of tin- 
Rio (Jrande, where there are inanyca* ■ 
f Mexicans who had hundreds of cattle 
before the drouth, but are now desti- 
tute, their cattle having died.

It was dedded to adopt a standard 
union label for all kegs containing union 
made beer. A boycott was declare<i 
against Columbus non-union beer. The 
scale of wagee was made the same for 
workmen in different dtiee where boer 
ifl sent to a common market. It was de- 
cided that hereafter ten hours shall con- 
stitute a day's work for all memhera 
of the National Brewery Workmen's 
ass^xintion. A resolution was pas.sed 
dii-ecting that an effort be made to re- 
organize the brewers' unions of Phila- 
delphia and Boston which seceded from 
the associa tion during the stri ke of 1888.

The verdict inflicted toe maximum 
]>enahy which the law provides.

After long argument the 
three were led to abandon their position 
If Davis is a well-behaved prisoner he 
will be released in thirteen years, under 
the "good time" law.

Nf.w York, April.W.— R. G. Dun & 
Comj)aiiy'H weekly review of trade says: 
More favorable weather in many parts 
of the country during the pa.st week has 
bronght better reports of business. Un- 
doubtedly distribution has been nmdl 
retarded by the badcwsrd aeaaon and 
the condition of country roads and la 
some quarters cdlections have bean slow 
on that account. But this week the im- 
pvovement in such quarters has been 

Kneral, and meanwhile the volume of 
isineBs continues to surpass all pre- 
vious records. 

Gaining but little, and yet saining at 
the east over last year, and falling be- 
hind only about 1 per cent, at the soutii 
in the aggregate, notwithstanding the 
great deptesriost in the price of cotton, 
me volume of trade has been over 10 
per cent greater than in any other year 
at the west, though on the Padfic slope 
some decrease appeara. That collec- 
tkms are on the whole satisfactory, the 
eoodition of the money markets and re- 
porta from other cities clearly show. In 
all parts of the oountty the supply of 
money is abundant, bSM the daaiaild is 
not especially active. 

Boston reports trade fairly active. 
Cotton mills are doing well and closelv 
sdd up. woolen mills fere fairly well 
employed, and while buyers of boots 
ana shoes are cautions, western advicee 
are enconragin^. At Philadelphia wool 
is quiet and frrm and trade in other 
branches fair. At Baltimore near-by 
trade improves, though southern trade 
is smaller, and tbe city supplies a wider 
territt)ry. Jobbers show a good gain 
over iMist years, though with low profits, 
and the b*Kit and slioe trade is increjised. 

At Pittsburg no improvement is seen 
in iron, and pig seRs fairly, btit at low 
prices, wliile finished iron is produced in 
large quantities, though makers com- 
plain of unprofitable tradf*. At (.Inciii- 
nati sales of leaf tobacco e.Tceed last 
year's 10 per cent., and whisky is ai-tive 
ami fiiin. At Detroit tradts is very fair 
and frei;,'lits slightly improved. At Chi- 
cago uieri bandise sales much exceed last 
vear'b and iiii]>roveinent Is seen in all 
lines and in iiiaiinfactures. liecejpts of 
nearly all products uliow a fair incre.Lse 
over last year, though in cured meats, 
lard and tlour some decrease is noted. 
Cattle recei[)ls on Monday were the 
largest ever known in a day, and for the 
month at western i>oiiits the gain over 
la.st year is 1 tuisiderable. Milwaukee re- 
port^ u:ood inkda, with lumber operatiOBS 
greatly aided by heavy rains. 

At St. Louis trstde is strong in all 
lines. At St. Paul jobbing tjade is 
brisk and tlie weather has been favor- 
able for s«M>diiig; Minneap<vlis reports fair 
trade. linsiuess at Kaii.sas City is 
healthy, though cattle receipts are light 
and prii-es higher. At Denver slight im- 
provement '8 seen, and at .Salt Lake 
trade is quiet. The south still reports 
untiatiHfa<'tory trade at many points, 
though prospects are considered brighter 
at Savannaii, and collei'tious are good at 
Naubville. Trade at New (Jrleans is 
quiet, tlw demand for cotton being mod- 
erate, sugar quiet, but firm, and lloa 
steady with moderate demands. 

The striking feature of the past week 
haa been tlie iuimense and unprecedent- 
ed trade in dresa giMuls. Klanuels have 
been active, the demand being earlier 
than usual, but agents still lack their 
usual orders for men's woolens. Sales 
of wool at Boston, Philadelphia and 
New York have been 88,748,576 jMiunds 
this year against 83,026,076 last year, a 
gain of 8 per cent. Orders for bootw 
and shoes are many and pressing and 
shipments gaining rapidly on la«t year's, 
being for the year thus far only 1.7 per 
cent, behind. .\ better feeling is seen in 
iron, and the Thoma.'! conijiany is now 
reducing stocks. The western demand 
for striu-tural iion. barbed wire and 
pijie is very heavy, and large structural 
orders are e\pecte<l here. For the first 
time in fho history of the country ex- 
ports of iron piDilucts have exceeded im- 
f)orts in value for eight montlis of the 
t'urreiit fiscal year.

LegislAtive Doings. 



The State Senate yesteniay i)a.s.sed the 
Newman bill requiring notice to be filed 
of the Institntion and pendency of dsrtain 
actions afTectiiig real estate in the County 
Clerk's office of the county wherein said 
real estate lays. It provides that " it 
shall be the duty of all persons who have 
instituted, or shall hereafter institute, 
any action or cross-action in any of the 
courts of this State, or in any of the 
courts of the United States sitting in 
this State, to recover real estate, or any 
interest therein, in the possession of or 
claimep by another or any action to enforo 
the specific performance of any bond for 
a deeid or contract for the sale or leasing 
of real estate, or any action to acquire, 
assert or enforce any lien or real estate 
other than vendor's liens ,and mortgage 
Hang of reootd in the D)roper ottoe, to 
file with the Clerk of the County Court 
intheoounty where said real estate is sitn- 
ated a notloe ot the lastHntkm aad pen 
dency of such action or cjKNMMWtion 
stating the court m which it ia pending, 
when instituted, the names of the paitieg 
thereto, plaintiflT and defendant, and con- 
taining a full description of the real 
■Btala Involved in the action." The act 
does not apply to suits for fonible entry 
ro detainer. 

It is made the duty of the County 
Clerk to file and preserve as public rec- 
ords all such notices and to keep in a 
hook, to be used for that special purpose, 
an index and ctoss-index of such notices, 
in the same mannw that deeds are in- 
dexed ; and for his services in so doing he 
shall receive a fee of 25 cents for each 
notice, to be paid before the notice is filed. 

Two bills were introdured in the House 
yesterday — one to prevei\t convict labor 
from encroaehing too much in line of 
competition with home free labor. 

The other requires a brand upon all 
goods, merchandise, or orther article or 
things made for sale by convict labor in 
any penitentiary, reformatory, prison, 
school or establishment in whidi oonviet 
labor is employed. 

The Reform School hiil was reported 
adversely. 

The Gates' insurance bill requiring all 
insurance agents doing business in this 
State to he hotiafide rcfidents was passed. 

The Joint Prison Committee has agreed 
upon a report in which the building of 
the IvMyvillo prison is characterized .i- 
"a stupendous mistake," but in order 
that the State may derive the best results 
from the money already expended, the 
(committee recommends an appropriation 
for certain necessary repairs and improve- 
ments, and also recommends some im- 
provements to the penitentiary at Frank- 
fort. The appropriations as finally agreed 
on will aggregate $88,000 instead of $94,- 
000, as originally intended. The t^ost of 
400 cells for the Frankfort prison is esti- 
mated at 956,000. A new chapel is to be 
added to each of the prisons, and a laifie 
-workshop and inacadanil/ed grounds are 
among the improvements at Eddyville. 
The walls of each are to receive some 
new work. '

Lafargue. "that he did not intend to 
tAkeiujv specnil measures in view of May 
Dav. 'i licre would be no api>eal to the 
niiiitary and iio greater display of po- 
lice than wonld be est^'emt'd neccs.sary 
to preserve the peace at the municipal 
•lections."

■orancei) of ttie authorities that no 
trouble will occur on May Day, the 1st 
of May will witnes," '•' itinc; and blood 
■bed not only in F^aris, but also in the 
▼arions labor employing utectioiis' 
thronghout the country. iS'otwith 
standing the asRertions tliat the an 
archista have no organization, that oach 
individual acts on hi<i own responsibil- 
il7, tiie public generally point oat the 
recent explosions and the attempts to 
eaose explosions as direct proof - to the 
contrary, claiming that the whole series 
of outrages have baen the work of a 
regularly orgaoiMd band of anarah- 
iits. 

Though the anthoritieM have repeated 

ly said that no trouble was anticipated 
in tliis city, they are nevertheless twkin 
the most extensive precautions torepreus 
any disorders May Day. On that day 
the municipal elections will take place 
thronghout France except in Paris, and 
it iit feared that the crowds in the towns 
where elections occur, excited by parti- 
san feeling, may, perhaps, fall an easy 
prey to anarchist agitators, who are cer 
tain to inveigh against Kovernment and 
society if the occasion offers. 

Ia Paris, which city is governed by a 
special law in regard to the municipal 
•lections, no diatorbanoes of a pohtical 
aatore will, emixw, cccur. The an 
archists, however, ai« given to take ad 
▼antage of any popnlwr esdlement to 
make trouble and they &sy, perhaps, 
try to incite the city workingmen to 
liotinK. The police will attempt to pre' 
vent any speech making in the streets 
and a urge force of nulitary. will be 
held in readiness to aid them if it Is re 
quired. 

The prefect ol pohoe, in an mterview 
Friday, said he felt ooofideiit that May 
Day will pasa q uietly.
